Postal rates to afford the annual revenue required, as estimated 
by the Postmaster General, will be recommended to the Board 
of Governors by an independent five-member Postal Rate Com- 
mission. To help assure effective and regular postal service and 
to fund. the public service functions of the Postal Service, the 
bill provides that ‘Congress will make an annual appropriation 
of approximately 10 percent of the postal budget for that purpose. 

The Board of Governors of the Postal Service is given author- 
ity to issue bonds in amounts up to $10 billion outstanding to 
provide funds for the modernization of the postal plant. 

The bill provides the 8-percent pay increase for postal em- 
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ployees resulting from the negotiations between postal manage- 
ment and labor representatives following the recent postal work 
stoppage. 
No provision for postal rate increases is included in the bill. 
The bill is expected to be reported to the Senate dur- 
ing the week of June 1.
